SUCKA FREE CITY 








The city’s efforts to 
orevent kids from 
guzzling Monster drinks 
may do the opposite.

ity Attorney Dennis Herrera 
has discovered a way to geta 
jolt from an energy drink 
without ever taking a sip. 

On the cusp of ascheduled 
May 2 sit-down with the Monster Beverage 
Corporation, city officials were surprised to 
learn last week Herrera was instead being 
sued by the company for being singled out 
among purveyors of energy drinks. 

At issue were Herrera’s efforts to compel 
Monster to ratchet down the drink’s 
caffeine content and cease “aggressively 
market[ing] to youth in a way that 
encourages over-consumption of the 
product.” The city on Monday returned the 
favor, suing Monster over its marketing 
practices. Regardless of the outcome, 
marketing and branding experts predict the 
city’s intention to keep young people from 
guzzling energy drinks, may transform 
Monster into rebellion in a can. 

“The oldest, most proven strategy of 
marketing to young people is ‘Stick it to the 
man,” says branding strategist Rob Frankel. 
Monster may now be perceived as The 
Drink So Juiced They Tried to Make It 
Illegal, or The One The Man Tried to

Take Away. “Rebel against your parents. 
Go your own way. Don’t do what people 
are telling you to do.” How can you lose 
with a campaign like that?” asks Frankel. 
“San Francisco comes across like an old 
mother hen.” 

U.C. San Diego marketing professor On 
Amir wonders if the legal battle will imbue 
the product with “the forbidden fruit 
effect.” If you tell kids not to go upstairs, he 
notes, now they’!l really want to go upstairs. 
And a legal tussle over Monster being 
inappropriate for young people won’t 
exactly drive young people away from the 
product. “If you say this is too strong for 
kids, you affirm that this is very strong,” 
says Amir. “Suppose I’m a high school kid 
who wants a boost. What will I go for? The 
drink that’s allowed for me or the drink that 
isn’t because it’s too strong?” 

The precedent for juvenile backlash 
exists. When Herrera earlier took steps to

quash boozy energy drinks like Four Loko, a 


group of frat boys started a “Fuck You, 

Dennis Herrera” Facebook page, according 

to City Attorney spokesman Matt Dorsey. 
It remains legal for young people to 


wander into a cafe and order a cup of coffee. 


And, if they do so, they’ll not only receive a 
beverage imparting the aura of maturity a 
glorified can of soda can’t — they’Il also be 
handed a drink that doesn’t resemble 
medicinally flavored stale piss. 
Furthermore, they'll ingest plenty of 
caffeine. While a 16-ounce can of Monster 
contains about 160 milligrams of the stuff, a 
one-ounce shot of espresso at Peet’s has 


around 70 milligrams and a 20-ounce cup of 


joe holds around 300. A 20-ounce “double 
depth charge” would then have some 410 
milligrams of caffeine. 

Dorsey notes that cafes don’t market 
sweet drinks to kids. The battle over the 
frappucino may come another day. 





Re-Potted 


Cities can now ban pot 
clubs, but dispensaries 
may still benefit. 


A major roadblock in the way of medical 


cannabis reform in California was removed 


Monday when the California Supreme 
Court issued a long-awaited ruling, which 
says that cities can ban pot clubs. For now. 

At least 200 places across the state, in- 
cluding San Mateo County and the East 
Bay’s tonier cities, have not taken kindly to 
the state’s medical marijuana scene and 
have banned pot clubs. They are within 
their rights to do so, the court ruled on 
Monday. This means the Southern Califor- 
nia dispensary that fought a ban in River- 
side will be shut down, and other cities and 
counties could follow suit. 

That might sound bad to cannabis advo- 


cates; however, the court did point out that 
medical cannabis dispensaries are perfectly 
legal in California. What’s more, nothing is 
stopping the Legislature or the electorate 
from going further and crafting a law that 
says bans aren’t allowed. 

Lawmakers in Sacramento have tried 
and failed to reform medical marijuana be- 
fore. An oft-cited reason for the failure was 
the pending decision in City of Riverside v. 
Inland Empire Patients Health and Well- 
ness Center. The Supreme Court’s move 
was a prerequisite before a meaningful reg- 
ulatory state framework could be crafted, 
the story went. 

In its ruling, the Court said that the 
state’s two major laws which allow the 
medical use and distribution of cannabis — 
the 1996 Compassionate Use Act and the 
2003 Medical Marijuana Program Act — 
prohibit state and local law enforcement 
from upholding the laws that make mari- 


juana illegal. These do not, however, stop lo- 
cal governments from putting laws on their 
books that declare medical marijuana dis- 
pensaries a nuisance, the court ruled. 

But the Court may in fact be pushing the 
marijuana movement along. To wit: 

“We have consistently maintained that 
the CUA and the MMP are but incremental 
steps toward freer access to medical mari- 
juana, and the scope of these statutes is lim- 
ited and circumscribed,” the court wrote in 
its unanimous decision. 

Meanwhile, Assemblyman Tom Ammi- 
ano wants to put dispensaries under Alco- 
holic Beverage Control authority, while 
state Sen. Mark Leno and Sen. President 
Pro Tem Darrell Steinberg want to affirm 
dispensaries’ rights to take money for pot. 

The court decision maintains “the status 
quo,” as Americans for Safe Access pointed 
out in a release Monday, but leaves the door 
open for things to be changed. CHRIS ROBERTS

FAT CATS AND BIG FISH 





New rules won't starve those at the top of the political food chain. 


here’s a San Francisco 
worldview in which 
Willie Brown is omni- 
present: He sits high 
above us in a skyscraper, reclin- 
ing ina black leather chair witha 
fluffy white cat in his lap, absorb- 
ing his cut from all the transac- 
tions taking place in his city 
below. 


Alas, this is inaccurate. There is no cat. 

The unseen influences of powerful, un- 
elected interests are the moon to San Francis- 
co’s tides. City officials’ plugs for transparency 
and regulation smack of the diversionary chit- 
chat of the sort you’d expect at the Dahmer 
family reunion — rather than talking about 
Cousin Jeffrey. So, when City Attorney Den- 
nis Herrera and Board President David Chiu 
last month introduced legislation to beef up 
disclosure requirements for those wielding 
influence over City Hall, it was easy to read 
this as a drive to spotlight the machinations of 
the city’s heaviest hitters: Brown, power bro- 
ker Rose Pak, permit-expediter Walter Wong, 
and tech-investor-turned-political-financier 
Ron Conway. 

But both Herrera and Chiu have claimed 
their proposals aren’t aimed at any specific in- 
dividuals Gncluding the aforementioned 
group propping up Ed Lee, who thumped 
them both in the last mayoral election). 
Whether or not that’s the case, there’s a lot to 
like in this proposal. But attempting to coun- 
ter the aforementioned players with mere leg- 
islation — let alone legislation tethered to the 
dysfunctional Ethics Commission — would be 
as effective as legislating against the tides. 
Ss profit is a lot warmer and fuzzier than 

divulging your ties to a front group for 
powerful developers — who aren’t required to 
disclose that they’re paying you. In San Fran- 
cisco, the two relationships can be synony- 
mous. Nonprofits in this city are deployed like 
armies, with their leaders assuming the role 
of warlords. Meetings can be packed, pre- 
cincts can be walked, and elected officials can 
be buttonholed. Per the status quo, supervi- 
sors being lobbied on the merits of a proposed 
project by enthusiastic backers from the non- 
profit community may well have no idea if 
those people have been paid off by developers. 

Under Herrera and Chiu’s proposed legis- 
lation, that would change. Developers with 
business before the Planning Department will 
now be required to disclose their donations of 
$5,000 or more to nonprofits dabbling in city 
policy. Flushing out the connections between 
the beneficiaries of major developments and 
politically active nonprofits is one of the most 
appealing aspects of this proposed legislation.

Expect meetings to be packed, precincts to be 
walked, and elected officials to be button- 
holed in opposition to it. And that’s just the 
part you'll see. 

Of course, enhanced disclosure require- 
ments assume voters still maintain the capac- 
ity to care about who’s paying whom, instead 
of blithely dismissing it as “politics as usual” 
— akin to breaking promises regarding run- 
ning for office or philandering with your sec- 
retary before sending her off ona 
taxpayer-funded sojourn in rehab. That re- 
mains to be seen. And while the proposal will 
force more people to disclose what they’re 
doing, it won’t prevent them from doing a 
number of sketchy things prohibited in other 
cities or on the statewide level: 


¢ It still won’t count as “lobbying” when indi- 
viduals or groups pour dollars into campaigns 
cajoling the general public to besiege elected 
officials with calls or e-mails 


¢ Herrera and Chiw’s legislation would re- 
quire more people to register as “lobbyists” — 
but lobbyists will still be allowed to make 
political contributions. If they wish, they can 
fork over the money right in City Hall 


¢ City commissioners and appointees are still 
entitled to donate to and fund-raise for the 
politicians who appointed them. City contrac- 
tors are barred from making political contri- 
butions to the officials who decide upon their 
contracts — but can fund-raise and bundle far 
more money for the same officials. 


Herrera and Chiv’s legislation would man- 
date a public shitlist of office-holders who fail 
to file their yearly conflict-of-interest reports 
with the Ethics Commission. Fair enough — 
but only city commissioners, department 
heads, and elected officials file with Ethics. 
Far more mid-level employees — the folks ac- 
tually making most civic decisions — have 
their papers stored in myriad departments 
scattered throughout the city. Naturally, these 





aren’t available on the Internet. 

Even when these and other Ethics forms 
are placed online, they’re often posted as 
PDFs. That renders them about as searchable 
as a stack of papers. The only way to discover 
any conflicts would be to dig through thou- 
sands of forms to find the thread that binds 
them. On top of everything else, an accurate 
search would hinge upon Ethics vigilantly 
checking on the information contained 
within, or omitted from, the forms it (usually) 
collects. It doesn’t. 

In key ways, the city has managed to com- 
bine the voluminous amounts of data easily 
amassed in the 21st century with the search- 
ability of a19th-century ledger. Understand- 
ing the bigger picture requires manually 
poring through sheaves the size of Russian 
novels. Only more convoluted. 


ather than killing all the lawyers, per 
i Shakespeare, Herrera and Chiu would 

just kill their loopholes. Broad exemp- 
tions allowing attorneys to avoid registering 
as lobbyists (and disclosing their activities) 
would be curtailed. This is for the good. But 
when one envisions an influential San Fran- 
cisco attorney/shadow lobbyist, it’s hard not 
to gaze skyward at that semi-imaginary tower. 

Don’t bother. A tighter net would ensnare 
more fish — again for the good — but the big- 
gest fish of all will power right through. Her- 
rera and Chiu’s proposals aimed at hired 
lobbyists wouldn’t affect someone witha 
vested interest in a project; a percentage deal 
of the development he’s lobbying for, say. And 
expanded definitions of what constitutes a 
“contact” with city officials won’t touch 
someone who can simply direct others to- 
ward the city officials who owe him fealty — 
or, perhaps, offer sage advice via a newspaper 
column. 
The city teems with Da Mayor’s well- 

placed apparatchiks. There is no cat. There 
are herds of them.

Head Count 


How little we know 
about the mysterious 
bikers in our midst! 


ake a look at the available evi- 
i dence and the conclusion is in- 
escapable: San Francisco is a 
city of cyclists. Or it’s not. 

Really, it depends on who you ask. 
Consult the 2011 Census figures, the San 
Francisco Municipal Transportation 
Agency bike count, or the Mayor’s of- 
fice, and you'll find that the city hosts a 
14,862-strong legion, a slightly dimin- 
ished 10,139 riders, or amere 8,314 
grease-stained fanatics. So we can be 
absolutely certain that the formidable 
army, respectable showing, or irrelevant 
minority that is the San Francisco biking 
community has an indisputably benefi- 
cial, disastrous, or totally inconsequen- 
tial impact on the city. In other words, 
when it comes to basic data about cy- 
cling, we still have along way to go. 

Good news, then: Just in time for 
Bike to Work Day, the city will be in- 
stalling its first-ever bike barometer. It 
will electronically stand watch along- 
side the downtown-bound cycle track 
on Market Street between Ninth and 
Tenth, running a constant, daily tally 
for all to see. Compare the wealth and 
quality of information that will come 
from that to what you get from a man- 
ual count, says Jennifer Donlon, ase- 
nior planner at the bike and pedestrian 
planning firm, Alta, and the manager of 
the National Bicycle and Pedestrian 
Documentation Project, a pro bono 
venture to develop better bike and pe- 
destrian counting methods. “As San 
Francisco continues to invest in bicycle 
infrastructure on and around Market 
Street, they can begin to evaluate those 
investments,” she says. That means 
looking at how how patterns change (or 
don’t). 

So too with CycleTracks, the County 
Transportation Agency-commissioned 
mobile app that tracks the biking be- 
havior of smartphone-toting subscrib- 
ers. By analyzing that information, says 
Elizabeth Sall, the SFCTA’s Deputy Di- 
rector for Technology Services, the 
agency has been able to make some key 
observations about the value of bike 
lanes (“People are willing to bike twice 
as far if they can stay in a separated 
lane”) and the relative weight of differ- 
ent types of facilities “Sharrows are 
nice, but it’s the separated lanes that are 
really important to cyclists.”) 

Collecting more data about cycling 
patterns probably won’t bring political 
fights to an end, but it will help city offi- 
cials pick those battles a little more 
shrewdly. BEN CHRISTOPHER

n March 24, 2011, a veteran 

San Francisco Police Department 
officer sat down at an undis- 
closed location in the city witha 
40-year-old career criminal 
named Jorge Luis Sandoval. Sandoval 
wasn’t under arrest, even though at the time 
he had felony charges pending in San Fran- 
cisco, Contra Costa, and Monterey counties 
that could have returned him to prison for 
life. Sandoval wasn’t under arrest because 
he was helping out; he was a confidential 
informant. 

This unstable relationship is typical: In- 
formants are essential law enforcement 
sources for intelligence about criminal ac- 
tivity, but many of the most valuable infor- 
mants are career criminals themselves. 
Sandoval fit that bill. A two-strike felon with 
arap sheet stretching back to the 1980s, he 
rose through the ranks of the notorious 
prison gang Nuestra Familia to become the 
leader of its San Francisco “street regiment.” 





As Sandoval and the officer made to 
leave, they were confronted by a team of 
U.S. Marshals and FBI agents from Stock- 
ton. Unbeknownst to the Familiano or his 
SFPD contact, the feds had an arrest war- 
rant from the Eastern District of California 
for Sandoval’s role in a massive metham- 
phetamine trafficking ring based out of 
Nuestra Familia’s Salinas heartland — part 
of a sprawling, multi-year federal operation 
called Operation Valley Star aimed at dis- 
mantling the prison gang. SFPD had no 
knowledge of this operation, according to 
sources at the office of the U.S. Attorney for 
Eastern California. But SFPD had known 
for years about Sandoval’s drug trafficking 
activities, and did nothing about it. 

There was confusion all around. 
Because what the feds didn’t know as they 
put Sandoval into cuffs and watched the 
confused SFPD officer walk out of the 
room was that Sandoval had been providing 
information to the police since at least 


since 2010, when he gave up his stepson 
Tomas Gutierrez for a 2007 shooting in 
Potrero Hill which left a woman dead and 
two men wounded. Sandoval wasn’t just 
playing the Good Samaritan here: Court 
records reveal Sandoval provided his 
stepson with the .40-caliber pistol used in 
the robbery-turned-murder — and that 
Gutierrez and two others committed the 
robbery to repay a methamphetamine debt 
owed to Sandoval. 

In Sacramento, U.S. Magistrate Judge 
Gregory G. Hollows ordered Sandoval held 
without bail. In the detention order, Hol- 
lows made several notes explaining his ra- 
tionale to keep Sandoval in custody; most 
damningly, that “no condition excuses the 
safety of the community because of his 
demonstrated criminal record.” 

SFPD and the federal authorities in 
Sacramento had very different ideas about 
acceptable conduct for the Familiano. 
Sandoval’s case illustrates the thornier 


problems involved in using confidential 
informants. 

“CI’s are a necessary evil,” says Chuck 
Drago, a Florida private investigator who 
spent more than three decades in law en- 
forcement. An exchange of information for 
leniency between criminals and police is 
part and parcel of law enforcement work. 
But when does this give-and-take go too 
far? And who decides that? Sandoval’s ex- 
tensive criminal record and history of vio- 
lent and drug-related crimes did not escape 
the notice of federal authorities in Sacra- 
mento; even within SFPD there were some 
who noticed this dangerous oversight. 

Three years and a day before he was ar- 
rested by the feds, Sandoval and an associ- 
ate were pulled over and found in 
possession of large amounts of cocaine, 
crack, and methamphetamine. A scale and 
40 caliber ammunition (the same caliber as 
the bullets that killed Liri Lesku in the rob- 
bery amonth earlier) were found >> 0/0 
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at Sandoval’s Pacifica home, prompting 
SFPD narcotics Inspector Martin Halloran 
to request that Sandoval be held without 
bail, because he was in all likelihood “a ma- 
jor street narcotics trafficker in San Fran- 
cisco and possibly the East Bay.” 

Yet San Francisco authorities declined to 
prosecute Sandoval for the 2008 drug 
charge — or for a 2006 arrest for weapons 
and drug possession, or for a 2007 multi- 
agency bust in Richmond where Sandoval 
was packaging almost 9 ounces of cocaine 
for sale. All three arrests could have sent 
Sandoval away for life. But nothing hap- 
pened. Sandoval remained free to keep 
committing crimes. 

The federal case against Sandoval 
proved Halloran’s suspicions, and then 
some: Sandoval was an integral part of 
Nuestra Familia’s drug trafficking operation 
— ferrying cocaine, methamphetamine, and 
cash between the Bay and Salinas. 

The leniency shown toward him in San 
Francisco and Contra Costa County aston- 
ished a senior member of the Public De- 
fender’s felony unit. “There’s no way that 
sort of charge drags on for five years,” the 
attorney says on condition of anonymity. 
“Not for that weight and that many offenses 
— it’s an open and shut case almost.” Sando- 
val’s high-level involvement with Nuestra 
Familia’s crimes and drug trafficking posed 
such a threat that federal authorities from 
Sacramento indicted him, something the 
San Francisco-based U.S. Attorney for 
Northern California failed to do. 

The lack of oversight for SFPD’s use of 
confidential informants, the police depart- 
ment’s refusal to act, and the recognition by 
other authorities that these CI’s were out of 
control point to a culture of impunity 
within certain branches of San Francisco 
law enforcement that cries out for scrutiny 
and reform, experts say. 

Peter Keane is one of these. “When you 
get in bed with characters like these and 
give them a pass on crimes they’re commit- 
ting, it’s a form of corruption,” says Keane, 
dean emeritus and professor of law at 
Golden Gate University, and a former San 
Francisco public defender and police com- 
missioner. So how did local law enforce- 
ment in San Francisco let this situation get 
so out of control? 


nformants going rogue is a long-standing 
problem for law enforcement. A 2004 
congressional report on the culpability of 
the Massachusetts FBI and U.S. Attorney in 
allowing Boston gangsters Whitey Bulger — 
the inspiration for Jack Nicholson’s charac- 
ter in The Departed — and Stephen Flemmi 
to commit more than a dozen murders 
while cooperating with the feds found that: 
“Democracy succeeds in the United States 
when the rule of law is respected. When the 
government strays from the rule of law, the 
harm outweighs the benefit.” Bulger and 
Flemmi’s crimes, the report stated, “hap- 
pened because informants were being pro- 
tected and some members of the FBI 
adopted an ‘ends justifies the means’ ap- 
proach to law enforcement.” 

In San Francisco, a 2011 federal case 
against MS-13 in the Mission District was

tarnished by the violent activities of the gov- 
ernment’s key informant, who continued to 
order and commit assaults while cooperat- 
ing. The government’s key informant in Op- 
eration Black Widow, another federal 
investigation into Nuestra Familia con- 
ducted during the late 90s and early ’00s, 
committed and ordered assaults and at least 
one murder while cooperating with the FBI. 
Federal prosecutors looked the other way. 


where a dangerous criminal goes around 
committing these crimes,” says Drago. 
Aside from being dangerous, he believes 
that CI’s like Sandoval aren’t reliable be- 
cause, by continuing to commit crimes, they 
violate their agreement with the police. 

“These cases tell you that, at a minimum, 
SFPD has become very irresponsible,” says 
Keane. Rather than the informant being be- 
holden to the police for allowing him to stay 
on the street in exchange for keeping them 
in the know, Keane says that when authori- 
ties turn a blind eye to serious crimes, it 
“gives the criminal a view of himself that 
he’s untouchable — and he is.” 

Drago and Keane both believe that the 
existence of rogue informants for SFPD’s 
specialized Gang Task Force and Narcotics 
Bureau indicates serious flaws in the 
department’s internal checks and balances. 
(The SFPD’s Narcotics Bureau, Gang Task 
Force, and Media Relations Office wouldn’t 
comment on the department’s handling of 
violent informants for this story.) 
“Somebody is dropping the ball in 
management,” says Drago. “SFPD have let 
loose an unguided missile on the public” by 
allowing dangerous men like Sandoval 
(and, as we'll see, at least one other) to stay 
at large in spite of their offenses, says 
Keane. “No modern police force with any 
professionalism engages in that sort of 
practice anymore.”

While informants have been a staple of 
information-gathering, former Florida cop 
Drago, who supervised organized crime 
and narcotics units, says that most infor- 
mants are usually low-level offenders who 
are shown leniency for petty crimes in ex- 
change for reporting on more serious crimi- 
nals. Police regulate the conduct of 
informants through internal guidelines, 
which generally prohibit officers from us- 
ing individuals involved in serious crimes 
such as murder, rape, and drug trafficking. 

According to SFPD’s own Informant 
Manual, officers are supposed to cut loose 
confidential informants if they engage in vi- 
olent activity: “Individuals with serious 
crimes of violence, sexual misconduct (other 
than prostitution), weapons violations and/ 
or perjury convictions should not be consid- 
ered as potential informants.” Such people 
can only be used with the approval of the 
unit’s officer-in-charge, the commanding of- 
ficer of the Investigations Bureau, and a 
member of the District Attorney’s Office. 

Drago says that although guidelines for 
acceptable conduct are “stretched” in po- 
lice departments, going so far as to turna 
blind eye to violent offenses like Sandoval’s 
crimes crosses the line. 

“No informant is that good that a police 
department should compromise themselves 


ia’s ranks after he was discharged from 

state prison in May 2005, serving nine 
years for first-degree robbery. Once out- 
side, Sandoval played a critical role in N.F’s 
drug trafficking operation, moving cash, 
cocaine, and dozens of pounds of metham- 
phetamine between Salinas, the Bay Area, 
and elsewhere. He soon took over cocaine 
trafficking for N.F.’s Salinas regiment, and 
also rose to become the head of the San 
Francisco regiment. 

According to the testimony of N.F. “asso- 
ciate” Jason Treas, Sandoval and several 
other high-ranking Familianos would hold 
regular “juntas” about their drug opera- 
tions, robberies, and “whatever criminal ac- 
tivities that we could be involved in that 
would financially benefit the regiments.” 
The mid-2000s were fat years for N.F: At its 
peak, the San Francisco regiment took in 
roughly $500,000 per month and $150,000 
in profit after paying tribute to Salinas. N.F. 
had a direct line to the Jalisco cartel for 
methamphetamine. Drops were often made 
at Metro PCS franchises, which N.F. favored 
as ameans for laundering money. 

Though Sandoval was on parole, he 
made no attempt to stay out of trouble. On 
Feb. 10, 2006, he was arrested in Salinas by 
the local gang task force after trying to

evade cops first in a van, then on foot. Police 
saw Sandoval toss a pair of gloves from the 
passenger side of the van, and a loaded 
.38-caliber revolver with a spent casing was 
found in the van’s passenger door. Sandoval 
was charged with firearms offenses by the 
Monterey County District Attorney, but 
made bail twice. His bench warrants are 
still open. Less than four months later, in 
May, SFPD arrested and charged Sandoval 
with a DUI and possession of a loaded gun. 
Sandoval bailed out on this case as well, and 
moved to Richmond with Treas. 

But anew city didn’t mean a new start: On 
Feb. 27, 2007, the Richmond Police Depart- 
ment, SFPD, and Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration agents raided the apartment 
complex where Treas and Sandoval lived. 
Richmond Police Sgt. Aaron Pomeroy’s po- 
lice report notes that SFPD narcotics Inspec- 
tor Britt Elmore wrote the search warrants; 
Elmore would help Sandoval negotiate his 
cooperation with SFPD years later. 

Five SFPD officers and two from Rich- 
mond broke in the door to Sandoval’s apart- 
ment at 2601 Hilltop Drive, while 17 other 





officers burst into nearby apartments 
where Treas and a woman were living. San- 
doval and his girlfriend were also detained. 
Pomeroy searched Treas’ apartment and 
garage, turning up a digital scale, 27.8 grams 
of methamphetamine, cocaine, and 9 mm 
ammunition. The apartment had been set 
up as a drug mill. Sandoval took responsibil- 
ity for the drugs and was booked for alleged 
possession of cocaine with intent to sell. 
Sitting in his office at the Richmond Po- 
lice Station that afternoon, Pomeroy got a 
shock when he glanced out the window and 
saw Sandoval walking away from the build- 
ing. After checking with the Richmond City 
Jail and realizing Sandoval had made bail, 
Pomeroy had Treas’ bail raised. The Contra 
Costa DA’s office filed charges against San- 
doval, which, had he been convicted, would 
have been his third strike. But the DA’s of- 
fice sent the case back to law enforcement 
for “further investigation,” and charges 
were never pursued. Luis Marin, the super- 
visor of the Contra Costa County DA’s drug 
unit, says he returned Sandoval’s arrest to 
Richmond police because the bench war- 
rant was issued by a San Francisco judge, 
but SFPD never provided information that 





would have allowed the Contra Costa DA to 
charge the case. “We only know what they 
tell us,” says Marin. “There was ... some- 
thing needed for prosecution that we didn’t 
have at the time.” 

Three open cases in three different 
Northern California counties didn’t scare 
Sandoval straight. More perplexing is that 
the three cases should have led to incarcera- 
tion. Defense attorneys contacted for this 
story remark that Sandoval’s cases in San 
Francisco, Salinas, and Contra Costa were 
enough to secure a long prison sentence, and 
that such delays in assault and narcotics traf- 
ficking cases are atypical. Yet again and 


again, he was allowed to return to the streets. 


Meanwhile, the feds in Sacramento were 
preparing the case that would ultimately 
lead to his arrest. 


hile it is unclear exactly when San- 
Wi doval started cooperating, a Feb. 2, 

2010, meeting between Sandoval, 
his attorney, and three SFPD inspectors 


makes it abundantly clear that authorities 
knew the severity of Sandoval’s crimes and 


Liri Lesku was murdered inside 406 Kansas 
Street on Feb. 25, 2008 in a robbery-gone- 
wrong. 


defied their own guidelines by working with 
him. Narcotics Inspector Britt Elmore — 
who was present at his 2007 arrest in Rich- 
mond — led the interview, in which 
Sandoval received immunity from any 
charges relating to his testimony identifying 
the killers of Liri Lesku, a 34-year-old meth 
addict who was murdered during a robbery 
gone bad on Feb. 13, 2008. 

Sandoval told the SFPD inspectors that 
his stepson and one of Sandoval’s crank 
dealers planned to rob another dealer be- 
cause both owed Sandoval money. 

The dealer, Sierra Kazarian, tried to con- 
vince Sandoval to go in with her on the 
heist. He was hesitant, but also wanted his 
money: “So I told her, ‘If you’re going to go 
do it ... make sure you pay me my money 
that you owe me,” Sandoval told the cops. 
The trio met at the house of his stepson, To- 
mas Gutierrez, where Sandoval admitted he 
kept up to a pound of meth and a.38-caliber 
pistol.

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other pistols traded hands between Gutier- 
rez and Sandoval — asmall-caliber Beretta 
pistol and a .40-caliber Smith & Wesson 
pistol. Gutierrez agreed to participate after 
Sandoval helped them plan out the robbery. 

The plan was for an accomplice to buy 
some crank, and Kazarian and Gutierrez 
would come through the open door. Sando- 
val drove to Potrero Hill behind a van Ka- 
zarian had stolen for the occasion, and 
waited. A short time later, Kazarian called 
him, swearing frantically. After Gutierrez 
and Kazarian jumped in the van, Kazarian 
said, “Man, he just let off the whole clip.” 

They drove back to Sandoval’s Pacifica 
home where he told them to dump their 
clothes. Kazarian hid the gun in the bushes. 

Medical records say Lesku died from a 
single 40-caliber bullet wound to the head 
— the same caliber of ammunition found in 
Sandoval’s house a month later. Two men 
who were also in the apartment survived 
the shooting. Gutierrez told Sandoval that 
one of the men had tried to jump him. “I 
just popped ‘em,” Gutierrez said. “I just 
popped everyone and ran out.” 

Gutierrez gave the .40-caliber pistol 
back to Sandoval, who sold it a few weeks 
later — another unpunished crime. 

Despite Sandoval’s admission that he 
provided the murder weapon and that the 
robbery was for his benefit, SFPD reassured 
him that he was in the clear. “This is noth- 
ing on you, Mr. Sandoval,” Inspector El- 
more said. 
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(Melinda Haag and Benjamin Wagner, 
the United States’ Attorneys for Northern 
and Eastern California, respectively, would 
not comment on Sandoval’s case.) 

While Sandoval’s participation in N.F.’s 
drug trafficking is not documented past 
2007, in his 2010 interview with SFPD, San- 
doval admits to dealing meth and other 
drugs. But SFPD had the opportunity to 
rein him in before Lesku’s murder, notably 
when he was arrested in Richmond in 2007 
— either the trafficking charges or the open 
bench warrant for assault in Monterey 
County could have put him away. Instead, 
Sandoval remained at large, with the com- 
plicity of SFPD. 


nd Jorge Sandoval is not alone. 
1] Court documents and testimony 
reveal that SFPD and the District At- 

torney’s office under current California At- 
torney General Kamala Harris protected 
another, unrelated, high-ranking gang- 
member-turned-informant from repercus- 
sions for criminal activity including drug 
trafficking, fraud, extortion, and weapons 
possession to assault and murder. Abraham 
H. Guerra Sr., a Norteno lieutenant and ca- 
reer criminal who beat an attempted mur- 
der charge because the shooting victim was 
too frightened to testify against him, also 
was shielded by San Francisco law enforce- 
ment from going back to prison again and 
again, despite repeated attempts by his pa- 
role officer. 

SFPD denied a Public Records Act re- 
quest for the department’s files on Guerra. 
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Abraham “Spanky” Guerra, a Norteno 
lieutenant and SFPD informant, was killed 
in a shootout on July 27, 2007. 


The department also refused requests for 
comment on Sandoval and Guerra’s cooper- 
ation for this story. But Guerra’s coopera- 
tion with SFPD, like Sandoval’s, is spelled 
out in court documents, transcripts, and re- 
peated unsuccessful attempts by other Cali- 
fornia law enforcement agencies to put him 
behind bars. 

Guerra’s cooperation might have re- 
mained obscure had he not continued com- 
mitting crimes; ironically, his death was the 
catalyst for a chain of events that revealed 
his work as an SFPD informant, and the ex- 
tent to which authorities intervened to pre- 
vent him from being incarcerated for 


numerous crimes — a freedom which di- 
rectly contributed to his death. 

Guerra, known on the streets as 
“Spanky,” was a heavyset career criminal 
whom SFPD first arrested in 1985, when 
they confirmed his status as a member of 
the Norteno gang. The San Francisco Dis- 
trict Attorney tried Guerra for the at- 
tempted murder of Perry Mayorga on July 
9, 2001. Mayorga refused to identify Guerra 
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as his assailant during a 2002 hearing and 
was held in contempt of court. Mayorga 
said in court he had been approached in the 
courthouse by an unknown man who “just 
asked me if bullet holes hurt.” Guerra 
pleaded guilty to assault with a firearm and 
received a suspended sentence and two 
years of probation after serving 472 days in 
SF County Jail before and during the trial. 
Under SFPD’s informant guidelines, 
Guerra’s shooting of Mayorga would have 


placed him off-limits for use as an informant. 


Guerra also was sentenced to two 
stretches in state prison for grand theft auto 
and repeated property crimes in February 
2003. It was after being released, in May 
2006, that his parole agent, Jeff Gil, hooked 
him up with SFPD’s Gang Task Force as an 
informant. But again, this wouldn’t come 
out until after Guerra’s death. 


n July 26, 2007, Jaime Gutierrez 
cL and a co-worker were working in 

Gutierrez’s Mission garage when 
Guerra pulled up ina red Saab. Guerra 
knew Gutierrez, a one-time Norteno 
convicted of two shootings, and since his 
release had learned of Gutierrez’s business. 
Guerra tried to extort business checks from 
Gutierrez, who rebuffed him. (Earlier that 
day, Guerra had a court date in Modesto for 
a similar scam.) 

Guerra returned 10 minutes later with 
two other men. All three wore gloves. 
Guerra pulled out a .38-caliber pistol, asked 
Gutierrez “if he loved him,” and pointed the 
weapon at the younger man, telling him 


Safire dug into Guerra’s history, filing 
subpoenas for the Gang Task Force files on 
Guerra. Specifically, Safire was looking for 
indications that Guerra was an informant. 
Guerra’s criminal record was immediately 
suspect: “No matter what he did, he got 
away with it,” Safire says. The DA’s office 
rebuffed several discovery requests for such 
material. At one point, Assistant District At- 
torney Diana Garcia objected to providing 
Guerra’s 700-page rap sheet. 

Vender and Safire’s investigation re- 
vealed Guerra’s parole agent, Jeff Gil, 
had unsuccessfully tried to re-incarcerate 
Guerra on three occasions since his 2006 
release from prison. The first violation was 
for defrauding a Modesto woman; the sec- 
ond violation involved Guerra attacking 
two women in Fisherman’s Wharf and 
pulling a gun ona third on July 8, 2006; 
the third time, Guerra was stabbed during 
a brawl with a rival Sureno gang member 
in the Mission on June 13, 2007: SFPD ar- 
rested but didn’t charge him. On all 
three occasions, Gil recommended Guerra 
be sentenced. 

When Vender asked Gil why Guerra 
wasn’t sent back to prison, Gil told him that 
Guerra’s cooperation with the Gang Task 
Force was “an important factor in the deci- 
sion to allow Guerra to continue on parole.” 
(This was another irony to Guerra’s story: Gil 
was the one who helped Guerra become an 
informant in the first place.) Gil told Vender 
that after the Fisherman’s Wharf incident, a 
member of the Gang Task Force telephoned 
him to ask for leniency for Guerra.

that the .38 “already had a body on it.” Guti- 
errez reached into his office and pulled out 
a twelve-gauge shotgun. He stepped to the 
Saab’s passenger door and aimed at Guerra. 
Guerra fired once, missing Gutierrez. Guti- 
errez fired twice, tearing into Guerra’s face 
and body. The other two men leaped out of 
the car and sprinted away. 

Gutierrez jumped into Guerra’s Saab and 
fled, Guerra’s body in tow, turning himself 
in at Ingleside Station later that afternoon. 
Gutierrez told inpectors that he was acting 
in self-defense. One inspector joked during 
the interview about Gutierrez turning him- 
self in with Guerra in tow: “How many peo- 
ple turn themselves in with a dead body in 
the front seat of the car they’re driving?” 
he said. 

When Kamala Harris, then a District At- 
torney, charged Gutierrez with Guerra’s 
murder, the garage owner turned to Eric 
Safire, a combative defense attorney who 
has frequently courted controversy. 

Safire and his investigator Steve Vender 
are well-versed in gangs; they’re also ac- 
quainted with SFPD’s Gang Task Force, an 
insular unit of 20 officers with a direct line 
to the FBI and limited oversight. 


“The fact that he was arrested and cut 
loose for criminal conduct indicates SFPD 
knew he was violating his conduct for being 
a snitch,” Safire says. 

Up to this point, Assistant DA Garcia 
had filed motions asking the judge to 
restrict mention of Guerra’s standing as a 
Norteno lieutenant and references to his 
gang tattoos and prior crimes. After Safire 
discovered Guerra’s relationship with 
SFPD, Garcia contacted Gang Task Force 
Inspector Ed Yu, who “confirmed that 
Mr. Guerra was an informant who had 
worked with him and that he had a file on 
Mr. Guerra,” according to court documents. 
Yu met with Garcia on June 11, 2008 and 
handed over copies of his file on Guerra; 
however, he requested Garcia withhold 
Guerra’s file to protect ongoing 
investigations. 

Garage owner Gutierrez was spared 
conviction by a hung jury in both August 
2008 and a year later, in a separate retrial, 
when the San Francisco DA’s office 
unsuccessfully tried to use a discredited 
jailhouse informant to accuse Gutierrez of 
admitting to Guerra’s murder and plotting 
to kill Garcia. >> 015 
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outside circumstances led to both gang 

members’ removal from society at large. 
Guerra was killed, and Sandoval was 
arrested and is currently in Sacramento 
County Jail while his federal narcotics 
conspiracy case drags on. But their 
protection by the San Francisco police 
department and DA led to a continued 
threat to public safety in exchange for 
intelligence which authorities refused to 
disclose. 

“This story reflects some of the worst 
examples of informant policing, which is 
law enforcement ignoring informant 
crimes,” says Alexandra Natapoff, a 
professor at Loyola Law School in Los 
Angeles who has studied confidential 
informants. San Francisco authorities’ 
decision to allow Guerra and Sandoval to 
remain at large, Natapoff says, “shows an 
appalling disregard for public safety, 


; n the cases of Guerra and Sandoval, 


departments and prosecutor’s offices to 
police themselves.” 

And experts say that the insulated, self- 
reinforcing culture of the specialized units 
that were using Guerra and Sandoval as 
informants is responsible in part for 
allowing these relationships to come into 
being and continue. 

“Tt’s a dreadful culture, they live by lies 
and deceit while living undercover,” Keane 
says of high-risk, independent units like SF- 
PD’s Gang Task Force and Narcotics Divi- 
sion. Units with no significant oversight like 
the Gang Task Force are even more danger- 
ous, because the lack of a formal recruiting 
structure reinforces the operating logic, 
modus operandi, and dysfunction of that 
unit. Drago says that officers given a signifi- 
cant deal of freedom, without the constant 
supervision that patrol officers receive from 
their sergeants, can get drawn in too deeply 
to the criminal world they are charged with 
disrupting. Such units, he says, “have got to 
be a tightly run ship,” in terms of how

disregard for the potential innocent 
bystanders, for the safety of people who 
would come into contact with Sandoval and 
Guerra, and finally disregard for the safety 
of the informants themselves.” 

Whatever intelligence SFPD gained 
from Sandoval and Guerra wasn’t worth the 
risk, she argues. “The ultimate goal is not 
convictions; the ultimate goal is public 
safety and the reduction of crime,” says 
Natapoff. “We have to question whether 
permitting Sandoval and Guerra to stay at 
large promoted public safety.” 

The three agencies that held the 
umbrella over Guerra and Sandoval — the 
Gang Task Force, the Narcotics Bureau, and 
the DA’s office — illustrate the “Faustian 
bargain” that law enforcement strikes with 
confidential informants, says Natapoff. 
While police and prosecutors operate 
under the theory that flipping the little fish 
will lead them to the big fish, Sandoval and 
Guerra both held rank in their respective 
gangs, and Sandoval was involved in high- 
level drug trafficking. Allowing both men to 
remain free despite their repeated 
violations of SFPD informant guidelines 
and, more importantly, their threat to 
public safety, corrupts the function of the 
justice system, says Natapoff. 

“It sends a terrible message to criminals, 
which is: You can continue to do your 
criminal work as long as you work with the 
government, as long as youre sufficiently 
useful,” she says. Crucially, because of state 
laws that allow law enforcement to keep 
confidential the activity of informants, 
legislatures have effectively passed the 
buck on externally regulating the use of CIs. 
“Because we don’t regulate this sort of 
relationship externally, we rely on police 


money, informants, and interactions with 
the criminal element are handled. “The av- 
erage guy who becomes a cop doesn’t come 
from or step into that part of the world any- 
where as muchas these guys,” Drago says. 
“They’re in it every day.” 

Insofar as remedies, both local and state 
legislatures can intervene. After a young 
woman arrested for marijuana possession 
in Florida was coerced into participating in 
a sting operation that lead to her death in 
2008, the state Legislature passed laws 
limiting the use of confidential informants 
and structuring guidelines for law 
enforcement uses of CIs. “Because it’s hard 
to find out who’s an informant, there has to 
be a mandate from the legislature that all 
informants are documented,” says Drago. 

SFPD’s structure also means that the San 
Francisco Police Commission, which Keane 
once served on, can conduct its own probe 
into confidential informants. “The San 
Francisco Police Commission should 
investigate,” says Keane. The commission 
has the power to review confidential 
documentation and institute disciplinary 
procedures against officers. 

This sort of behavior, Keane says, is 
gotten away with because victims like Liri 
Lesku are not high-profile, middle-class 
citizens. “It’s done to people who no one 
cares about,” he says. “That makes all the 
difference.”

If Quentin Tarantino turned his attention to 
the quiet unease of American suburbia, we 
imagine the results would be similar to You’re 
Going to Bleed, a dark comedy by playwright 
Melissa Fall about modern malaise, sex, and 
revenge, which premiered at the S.F.

ITINERANT VERSE 


It’s said that Nanao Sakaki made a practice of 
never sleeping in the same place twice. The 
Japanese poet worked many jobs, sometimes 
living off the generosity of neighbors while 
studying English and reading. He became in- 
terested in primitive art, and his visits to for- 
ests all over Japan inspired him to start 
writing poems. When he co-translated his 
book Bellyfulls into English in 1961, Sakaki be- 
came friends with Beat poet Gary Snyder, who 
sought him out after having been given the 
book in India. Sakaki was also founder and 
lead personality of the Tribe, a loose-knit 
countercultural group in Japan in the ’60s and 
’70s that, among other things, built and inhab- 
ited the Banyan Ashram on tiny Suwanose- 
jima, one of the Ryukyu Islands (and one of 
Japan’s most active volcanoes). He spent 
nearly 10 years in the U.S., mostly in San Fran- 
cisco but also wandering by foot. A pivotal 
nexus between Buddhism and the Beat move- 
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ment, Sakaki’s first collection of poems will be 
celebrated with tributes and performances by 
major writers Snyder, Michael McClure, 
Joanne Kyger, and Gary Lawless, along with 
author and Heydey Books guru Malcolm Mar- 
golin and host Patricia Wakida.

CITIES AT NIGHT, 
IN BLACK & WHITE 


New York and Los Angeles are sometimes un- 
recognizable in films noir because a) it was of- 
ten taken for granted that those movies simply 
needed a big city as a backdrop, and b) many of 
those films lacked location photography. San 
Francisco was rarely used merely as a stand-in 
for “big city America,” probably because it is 
instantly recognizable — even ifit’s only as a 
black-and-white, rear-projection backdrop. 
But San Francisco made an enormous contri- 
bution through its appearances in The Maltese 
Falcon, Dark Passage, The Lineup, The Lady 
from Shanghai, and a number of others. Today, 
the city hosts two of the country’s best film 
noir festivals. The Roxie’s two-week celebra- 
tion, | Wake Up Dreaming}, begins on Friday

and features 30 films. As always, the program 
will include a handful of beloved classics, such 
as Criss Cross (1949) and Sweet Smell of Suc- 
cess (1957), both of which star Burt Lancaster 
in very different roles. The latter is unusual in 
that the plot does not revolve around a crime 
— but the story of moral corruption, photogra- 
phy by James Wong Howe, and the nighttime 
Times Square settings make it as noir as is pos- 
sible. The festival also includes several obscu- 
rities that hover on the fringes of noir. Blues in 
the Night (1941), starring Priscilla Lane, is 
based on a Depression-era play by Elia Kazan 
(who has a small role in the film) about down- 
on-their-luck musicians. All Through the Night 
(also 1941) is a Warner Bros. programmer star- 
ring none other than Humphrey Bogart. The 
twist here is that it’s asemi-comic story set in 
motion when boxing promoter “Gloves” Do- 
nahue (Bogart) discovers that the restaurant 
where he holds court no longer carries the 
cheesecake he likes. Furious, Donahue is led 
down a winding path and uncovers a conspir- 
acy hatched by Nazi fifth columnists. It’s ter- 
rific, pulpy stuff.

ally Voltron should be a 65-foot paint- 
ing” Burden says, almost apologetically, 
of the super robot.

Lifting the Veil 


Brava Theater imports Pakistan's most controversial play.

hahid Nadeem, a three-time 
prisoner of conscience in Pak- 
istan for his prominent work 
as an activist and dramatist, 
when asked about performing 
his play Burgavaganza in his home coun- 
try, can give you a province-by-province, 
and at times a neighborhood-by-neighbor- 
hood, breakdown of obstacles to his artis- 
tic expression. Although the 2008 play, a 
political satire in which both male and fe- 
male characters wear burqas, was banned 
by the Pakistan National Arts Council in 
2010, areas of the country controlled by 
liberal parties allow the play to be per- 
formed — if, say, Nadeem’s Ajoka Theatre 
gives it a different title. All bets will be off, 
though, on May 11, when the country has 
its next parliamentary elections, the run- 
up to which has already been bloody. But 
five days later, Burqgavaganza will see good 
news in the form of its first full U.S. pro- 
duction, at Brava Theater under the direc- 
tion of Vidhu Singh, an artist-in-residence 
at the company. We spoke to Singh in-per- 
son and to Nadeem by phone about the 
controversial play. 





SF Weekly: You two met in 2004 through 
the Bay Area activist group Friends of South 
Asia. Vidhu, what made you want to direct 
Burqavaganza? 


Singh: Because it’s new and provocative. 


It has a duality because under the humor 
there’s this layer of horror. It’s hysterical, 
and it’s creepy. 


The play’s opening stage directions say, 
“The Western media, politicians, and law- 
makers appear to be terrorized by the sight 
of a burqa-wearing woman.” Why does the 
West feel that way? 

Singh: I’m not a Muslim, but I’m very 
connected to the Muslim community. I 
know people who cover themselves, and I 
don’t want to offend people. But [the 
burqa] frightens me sometimes. It creates 
a separation. 

Nadeem: Both the West and Islamic ex- 
tremists are afraid. They get involved in 
trivial things that aren’t as significant or 
meaningful as issues like poverty and edu- 
cation. [The burqa] is made into a huge is- 
sue. The fundamental issues are very 
different. 


But surely the cloistering and oppression of 
women is a fundamental issue. 

Nadeem: A woman wearing a burqa is 
not necessarily an extremist, and a woman 
not wearing a burqa is not necessarily a 
liberal. We have fixed ideas about how a 
burqa-wearing woman should be labeled. 
And we should be careful because we 


could be embarrassed to find we have 
more in common with a woman wearing a 
burqa than with someone not. 

Singh: [The play] gives audiences access 
to the debate about the burqa. [In the 
States], you don’t really have access. You 
just read stuff. 


How does the burga work as a metaphor in 
the play? 

Singh: The play is not making fun of 
people who choose to cover themselves. 
It’s using the burqa as a theatrical device, a 
metaphor for a society that thrives on hy- 
pocrisy, that covers up the truth and hides 
immorality and ugliness. While critiquing 
rising fundamentalism, it also makes fun of 
Islamophobia and the war on terror.

Much of the play’s comedy comes from Bolly- 
wood tropes. Are you concerned about the 
humor translating to a Western audience? 
Nadeem: If you look at the burgaina 
symbolic sense, everywhere people have 
burqas. Every culture has its own way of 
hiding true intentions. There are commu- 
nist burqas; there are free market burqas. 
Singh: The message of the play reaches 
a wider audience than just the Pakistani 
community. I have a very San Francisco 
kind of cast. It’s half South Asian; the other 
half has Israeli, German, and Iraqi per-

formers. It’s a very entertaining play; in the 
first scene, people are jogging or on their 
mobiles but covered in burgas. 


One of the funniest parts of the play is a tele- 
vision show in which three mullahs answer 
telephone queries about the minutiae of Is- 
lamic law. One caller asks how big the holes 
in the screen of the burga can be. Where did 
this come from? 

Singh: Every word spoken by the mul- 
lahs is from an actual book, The Ornaments 
of Paradise, which has all these rules about 
what the rich should wear, what the poor 
should wear, how a man should address a 
young woman. That makes it even funnier. 


Shahid, one of the big issues in U.S. theater 
right now is making sure women’s stories get 
told. Can you talk about your decision to 
write about an issue that affects women fore- 
most? 

Nadeem: I am a feminist playwright. 
One of my play collections, called The Hus- 
band Eaters, is about issues of empower- 
ment and rights of women. We believe that 
the struggle for women’s rights is not just 
about women. It’s about human rights, de- 
mocracy, and men. Men are affected if 
women are denied. It doesn’t just demean 
women; it demeans men also.

an Cassevetes’s Kiss of the 
Damned is a loving homage to 
the Euro-horror genre of the 
1960s and 1970s, films like Jess 
Franco’s 1971 Vampyros Lesbos 


whose promise of lurid thrills made them 
popular rentals in the early days of home 
video. Appropriately enough, sexy vampire 
Djuna (Joséphine de La Baume) and her 
soon-to-be-lover Paolo (Milo Ventimiglia) 
first lock gazes in a video store, one which 
carries a large stock of VHS tapes even 
though Kiss of the Damned is set in the pres- 
ent day. Unlike other recent VHS horror trib- 
utes such as Ti West’s House of the Devil or 
Lindsay Denniberg’s Video Diary of a Lost 
Girl, director Cassavetes (daughter of indie 
legend John Cassavetes) doesn’t try to recre- 
ate the textural qualities of the VHS experi- 
ence, but rather the cinematic lushness that 
Euro-horror films had when seen in a the- 
ater. So Kiss of the Damned is a beautiful film 
as well as delightfully sleazy, particularly 
when Djuna’s troublemaking sister Mimi 
(Roxane Mesquida) enters the picture. But 
for all its sex and blood and often-unsettling 
dark ambient score, Kiss of the Damned is also 
surprisingly touching, a story of two people 
in love who would probably make the same 
kinds of dumb mistakes even if they weren’t 
creatures of the night.

She has a Meet Cute with bitter widower 
Philip (Pierce Brosnan) as they make their 
way to the scenic Italian island where Ida’s 
daughter and Philip’s son are getting mar- 
ried, and multilingual rom-com complica- 
tions ensue. Dryholm and Brosnan never 
click, but Love Is All You Need does have some 
interesting visual details, such as the use of 
solid colors in wardrobes and locations — a 
bright green wall in Ida’s doctor’s office looks 
like an unfinished special effect — and a level 
of physical affection between Ida and her 
adult children which feels almost inappropri- 
ate to American sensibilities. But that’s 
amore for ya. S.C. 


Scatter My Ashes at Bergdorf’s 
Rated PG-13. Opens Friday at the Embarcadero. 
here’s a potentially interesting, 
broad-appeal documentary to be 
made about the high-end New 
York department store Bergdorf 
Goodman, but Matthew Miele’s 
Scatter My Ashes at Bergdorf’s isn’t quite it. A 
documentary shouldn’t only be of interest to 
people who are already familiar with the sub- 
ject, but those who can’t afford to shop there 
or aren’t dedicated followers of fashion are 
likely to find it less than engrossing, like a pro- 
gram they might find on E! while flipping 
channels, watch for a few minutes, then keep 
on flipping. Since the movie doubles as a roll 
call of upper-crust New York society, there’s 
lots of plastic surgery, such as E! fashion main- 
stay Joan Rivers, actress Susan Lucci, and 
possible vampire (and definite steamed-apple 
aficionado) Karl Lagerfeld. The history and 
construction of the building is covered in 
some depth, without much acknowledgment 
of the fact that it’s kind of bland-looking — ex- 
cept for David Hoey’s seasonal window dis- 
plays, one of the store’s few aspects that can 
be enjoyed by the 99 percent. Hoey provides 
many of the movie’s best moments; and really, 
he and charming fashion director Linda Fargo 
(who says she frequently gets mistaken for 
Anna Wintour, but has more of a Carol Bur- 
nett charisma) should get their own docu- 
mentary. Maybe next season. S.C.

A festival of flesh piers, 
ghost cats, and Japan’s 
first nude scene. 


ince last night it’s been one horror 
after another,” says a guy in Ghost 
Cat of Otama Pond, suggesting one 
possible tagline for the prolific Japanese 
film studio Shintoho, which cranked out 
some 500 mid-century B-movie sensa- 
tions, including this classic, before spend- 
ing itself out in ablaze of genre glory in 
1961. The guy is explaining how, on the 
previous evening, he freaked out and acci- 
dentally stabbed his wife to death. Viewers 
of the several Shintoho films showing at 
YBCA this month may note that stabby 
freakouts are not uncommon here. 
Presided over by uber-producer 
Mitsugu Okura, a sort of Japanese Roger 
Corman, Shintoho’s Kabuki-inflected hor- 
ror jaunts, offbeat noirs, and delightfully 
unmannerly exploitation flicks tended to be 
brisk, often clocking in at 80 minutes or 
fewer (and slowing down only for the occa- 
sional exotic dance number). That seemed 
like ample time to set up a stylish if inex- 
pensive milieu — be it within gloomy woods 
or neon-lit city streets — and let a typically

vengeance-intensive plot coil itself up and 
spring deliriously free. Hell breaking loose 
apparently was a Shintoho specialty, and 
even YBCA’s small sample is nothing if not 
an impressive collection of climactic fist- 
fights, gunfights, swordfights, ghostfights, 
and other intense comeuppances. 

With glints of ancient story ore still visi- 
ble within their modern narrative alloys, 
these films draw a direct line from lurid 
pulp to avant-garde surrealism. Whatever 
disparate transgressive impulses under- 
score the seamy allure of Yellow Line, the 
supreme karma bitch of Ghost Story of Yot- 
suya, the fury-inducing female wiles of Re- 
venge of the Pearl Queen (said to contain the 
first nude scene in Japanese cinema his- 
tory), it’s the distinctive urgency of Shin- 
toho showmanship that unites them. As an- 
other guy says in Flesh Pier, suggesting an- 
other studio-wide tagline, “What happens 
here staggers the imagination.”

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At Any Price Ramin Bahrani’s exercise in miserab- 
lism At Any Price wants to be about many things, 
but the overriding theme is that being a family 
farmer in today’s America really sucks. While 
that’s no great revelation, the struggles of corn 
farmer and seed merchant Henry (Dennis Quaid) 
against investigators from GMO companies 
would almost be enough for its own movie, but At 
Any Price is overstuffed with other equally depress- 
ing conflicts, including his disappointment with 
his rebellious, wannabe NASCAR-driver son Dean 
(Zac Efron), and Henry’s own moral failings in the 
form of shady business practices and a not-really- 
secret mistress (Heather Graham). Quaid clearly 
relishes the opportunity to play Henry as amodern

Willy Loman, all sweaty glad-handing and fake 
smiles with his customers, followed by confusion 
at how good intentions and free candy bars can fail 
to win friends and influence people. (It’s not too late 
to retitle it Death of a Corn Salesman’) But for all its 
wrist-slashing melodrama and dangling subplots, 
At Any Price does improve on other recent father- 
son dramas like Mud or The Place Beyond the Pines 
by including some well-written female characters 
(perhaps thanks to co-screenwriter Hallie Elizabeth 
Newton?), most notably Dean’s girlfriend Cadance 
(Maika Monroe), who gets to grow and have an arc 
and be her own person. So that’s progress. (S.C.) 


Bert Stern: Original Madman Having come up through 


Lookmagazine with Stanley Kubrick, whom he recalls, 
not unapprovingly, as “like his movies: mean, cruel, 
and finding weaknesses in people,” Bert Stern later 
made the iconic photo of lollipop’d Sue Lyon in 
heart-shaped shades that became the poster for 
Lolita. “He could see the womanin the little girl,” one 
female acquaintance recalls of Stern, not unapprov- 
ingly, and this lethargic hagiography, produced and 
directed by Stern’s self-described soulmate, Shannah 
Laumeister, one of his muses since age 13, seems 
wholly to concur. The latest in a long parade of limp 
couture-chronicle documentaries, Laumeister’s Bert 
Stern: Original Madman does supply sufficient visual 
evidence of how the girl-crazy shutterbug shook up 
the mid-’60s ad industry, but it’s hampered by the 
subject’s own palpable reluctance to recount his life 
story. He has an eye for the ladies, all right — roving 
allthe way from his famous Marilyn Monroe nudes to 
the Internet-crashing takeoffs on same with Lindsay 
Lohan — but can’t seem to be bothered to discuss it. 
Worse, the film is at times technically inept, which 
doesn’t suit a picture about a maker of pictures, yet 
Laumeister proceeds as if candid access is all that 
really matters. Tellingly implying dullness, Stern’s 
somnolent narration sums up their collaboration 
here like so: “I shot you for 20 years, then you turned 
around and shot me.”(J.K.) 


The Reluctant Fundamentalist Films that have dealt 


with the events of 9/11 tend to focus onthe bravery of 
the people who were there, while a far less popular 
topic is the wave of xenophobia that swept through 
the nation, the profiling and harassment of millions 
of innocent dark-skinned American citizens (Muslim 
or otherwise) who had no more of a connection to 
terrorism than the white people who were automati- 
callyabovesuspicion. Based on Moshin Hamid’s novel, 
director Mira Nair’s The Reluctant Fundamentalist 
examines this issue through the evolution of a Paki- 
stani man in New York named Changez (Riz Amhed), 
a Wealthy financial analyst for a Bain Capital-style 
company who finds his life falling apart after 9/11. 
The casual racism he’d always tolerated now being 
amplified into random arrests and getting spat upon 
by Joe The Plumber-style patriots begins to breed 
the nagging feeling that maybe, just maybe, the 
terrorists had a point. Now a radical college profes- 
sor in Pakistan, Changez tells his story in flashback 
to journalist Bobby (Liev Schrieber), while the CIA 
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desperately searches for a kidnapped American 
citizen. The Reluctant Fundamentalist turns into a 
pulse-pounding spy thriller by the end, but above all 
it’s a reminder of how America’s tendency to villify 
innocent people can indeed turn them into villains, 
whether they want to be or not. (S.C.) 


Simon Killer Anew Sundance scoop from the Williams- 


burg-via-NYU film collective that brought us Martha 
Marcy May Marlene, Antonio Campos Simon Killer 
stars Brady Corbet as a heartsick young American 
bottoming out in Paris. His French isn’t so good, 
and even his English, in times of emotional distress, 
tends to devolve into runs of guttural whimpers. The 
whole movie is a time of emotional distress: Simon 
has had a bad breakup. It’s nobody’s fault, although 
it doesn’t bode well when he sends his ex an email 
saying “You could at least get back to me. There’s 
nothing | could possibly do from here.” This seems 
like ared flag, one of several. Meanwhile, playing his 
pity card, he takes up with a prostitute (Mati Diop), 
and, briefly, with another girl (Constance Rousseau), 
whose eyes he likes because they wiggle ina certain 
way. In school, Simon explains more than once, he 
studied the relationship between the eye and the 
brain. A cerebral sort, Simon doesn’t seem cut out 
for extortion, but tries it anyway with the prostitute’s 
other clients. He does this because the movie needs 
to escalate, just as he explains his field of research 
because the movie needs to pretend its flashy, 
abstract color-field interludes are character-driven. 
Otherwise, no amount of mannered compositions 
and exacting music supervision and frank, stark sex 
scenes will make up fora cliched scenario. (Well, ok, 
at least Simon isn’t a writer.) Campos is clever and 
crafty, a willing apprentice to Michael Haneke, and 
style comes easily to him, if not naturally. If this film 
really wanted to know where killers come from, it’s 
stop posing and start actually looking. (J.K.) 


The Source Family The accepted hindsight is that the 


hippie dream ended with the Manson Family murders 
in 1969, but that ending wasn’t quite as apparent in 
the 1970s to the followers of self-styled messiah 
Father Yod, the subject of Maria Demopoulos and 
Jodi Wille’s documentary The Source Family. Born 
Jim Baker, Yod was a Marine, Judo expert, bank 
robber, and confessed killer who went hippie in the 
late1960s and opened the lucrative vegetarian Source 
Restaurant (the one in Annie Hall where Woody Allen 
orders the alfalfa sprouts and mashed yeast) before 
evolving into a cult leader. As stories about California- 
based cults go, The Source Family is one of the least 
tragic, ending neither in mass murder (Manson) nor 
suicide (Jonestown), but instead more mundane 
disillusionment and heartbreak — especially for 
Yod’s wife Robin, who never quite recovered from 
Yod’s decision to help himself toa dozen other wives, 
seeing as how he was God and could do whatever 
he wanted. The Source Family is never less than 
sympathetic to its subjects, and it’s appropriate that 
neither Manson nor Jonesare mentioned until nearly 
an hour in; beginning with aminute-and-a-half slow 
Zoominto Yod’s intense eyes, the movie does not pass 
judgment from 2013, but rather tries to show how it 
all made sense in 1973. (S.C.)

Bourbon Street 


Charles Phan’s exciting expansion into Southern food.

t’s all a bit mystifying why Charles 

Phan — who created both Slanted Door 

and Wo Hing General Store, and who 

just published a cookbook, Vietnamese 

Home Cooking, on the cuisine he’s been 
making for the past two decades — would 
suddenly open not one but two New Or- 
leans-themed restaurants in the same 
month. But he has. And at least at Hard Wa- 
ter — his bourbon bar on the Embarcadero, 
the more developed of the two concepts — 
he’s proven that he can do upscale Southern 
as well as he can do upscale Asian. Aren’t we 
all allowed to reinvent ourselves every once 
ina while? 

To Phan himself, it’s not a remarkable de- 
parture. He says the idea for Hard Water 
came about after the success of a fried 
chicken dish he served at the La Cocina 
Street Food Festival, and right around that 
time happened to see the space at Pier 3 and 
got the idea to open a “cool little chicken 
shack.” The concept evolved into a New Or- 
leans-themed bourbon bar. “I’ve always loved 
Southern cooking. I do it alot at home for 
myself,” he says. “I just happen to like bour- 
bon a lot. So it all came together.” 

As he was developing Hard Water, the 
new SFJAZZ center in Hayes Valley at Frank- 
lin and Fell approached him about helping 
out with cocktails and concessions (Phan also 
runs the Moss Room and Academy Café at 
the California Academy of Sciences). Because 
both restaurants would be opening around 
the same time, he says, it just seemed easier to 
have them both follow the same playbook — 
especially since New Orleans food fit right in 
with the jazz theme. But he plans to change 
up the food at SFJAZZ’s place, called South, 
every few months, so don’t get too attached to 
the gumbo or cornmeal-crusted fried oysters. 

South might be a restaurant in evolution, 
but the Southern theme is there to stay at 
Hard Water. The fried chicken’s still on the 
menu, three pieces of rice flour-dredged 
chicken on a plate, accompanied by a pepper 
jelly that coats the crispy skin in a sweet, 
faintly spicy glaze. This is the kind of fried 
chicken where juices run down your arm af- 
ter you crack the crust — if anything, one of 
my pieces was slightly underdone, but the 
rest was cooked to juicy perfection. 

Chicken’s only one of several fried things 
on the menu, however. Pork belly cracklings 
are crispy and fatty, coated with a spicy salt 
mixture — the seasoning was a little much 
for repeated bites, and could have used a dip- 
ping sauce to tone it down. Fried alligator 
was a big hit, though: a fun, smart take on 
popcorn chicken. Alligator really does taste 
like white meat, albeit with a more succulent 
texture, and here the seasoned cornmeal bat- 
ter and chile aioli drizzled over the top 
added spicy flair. 





My favorite fried dish wasn’t meat at all: 
the crispy milk-braised celery hearts, which 
elevated the humble vegetable into some- 
thing worth exclaiming over. The hearts are 
braised long enough to break down celery’s 
fibrous qualities so it’s just a chewy, cohesive 
mass of vegetable, dredged in bread crumbs, 
fried to acrisp, and served with a dipping 
sauce heavy on the Old Bay. It was a great bar 
snack, made all the better for its uniqueness. 

Salt and spice were the main flavor pro- 
files of all the food — not a bad thing consid- 
ering that the drink menu consists almost 
entirely of bourbons. Along with an impres- 
sive two-page list of bourbons that Phan, his 
architect and longtime friend Olie Lundberg, 
and longtime Slanted Door bar manager Erik 
Adkins have collected over the years, there 
are bourbon flights (ranging from a $20 Craft 
Distillers Flight to a $100 Van Winkle 
Flight), and cocktails that are dangerously 
easy to drink, like the refreshing Roffignac, 
made with Rittenhouse 100 rye, lemon, 
grapefruit, German raspberry-vinegar syrup, 
and soda. 

The crowd is pretty much what you'd ex- 
pect from a restaurant on the edge of the Fi- 
nancial District specializing in expensive, 
hard-to-find bourbon — one night after work 
the small space was just a sea of blue button- 
downs — but the staff is anything but preten- 
tious, and no one seemed to be taking his or 
her drinking too seriously. Part of it is the 
room’s layout, a horseshoe bar flanked by a 
few side counters that foster a sense of com- 
munity. There’s an open kitchen and raw bar, 
but the room’s focal point is a backlit bourbon 
collection across an entire wall, accessed by 
bartenders with a library ladder. If you snag a 
counter seat facing the bay, you can watch 
boats rocking peacefully in the water and, de- 
pending on where you sit, the Bay Lights in 
the evening.

This week the restaurant plans to start 
serving lunch, including a quick-access to-go 
window. The midday menu will, I hope, fea- 
ture the superb braised rabbit — really, more 
like a rabbit pot pie. Rabbit is a flavorful lean 
meat, and here it’s mixed with sage, celery, 
and other earthy spices to make a stew, and 
topped with fluffy buttermilk dumplings. It’s 
maybe a bit heavy for these summery days 
we've been having lately, but when the fog 
rolls back in, it’s the kind of dish that strikes 
the right balance between familiarity and ex- 
perimentation. 

Historically, the Embarcadero hasn’t ex- 
actly been somewhere you'd go out for the 
night, but with the opening of Hard Water, 
along with Michael Chiarello’s Spanish tapas 
spot Coqueta, and the Seaglass restaurant in 
the new Exploratorium, it’s become a dining 
and drinking destination almost overnight. 
To Phan, though, his foray into Americana is 
just a place he and his friends can nerd out 
about their love of bourbon. “Olie [Lundberg] 
and I are immigrants to this country,” he says. 
“We found something to love about this 
place.”

Lunchpad Launches 
in Hayes Valley

hen you think “noir” and “lunch,” 
what comes to mind might be 
two crooks plotting a heist over 
10-cent coffee in a greasy spoon somewhere. 

That’s changing at Hayes Valley’s new ar- 
rival, Noir Lounge — which occupies the for- 
mer Fritz. As a wine bar that opens 
mid-afternoon, looking to ensnare the the- 
ater crowd, Noir opted to fill the noontime 
gap with The Lunchpad, a sandwich-heavy 
weekday pop-up. 

A project by three brothers, Lunchpad has 
this idea about sandwiches: Take a recogniz- 
able meat (such as roast beef, Black Forest 
ham, or, for vegetarians, breaded eggplant 
parm) and use it as a vehicle to deliver giardi- 
niera and/or habanero candied bacon into 
your belly. 

Softly pickled in vinegar, the giardiniera 
adds a nice pop of heat to the mix of a Turkey 
Drizzle, made with cashew pesto, Swiss 
cheese, caramelized onions, lettuce, tomato 
and turkey with a bit of balsamic gastrique. 
Even the garlic clove that came along for the

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glass purchase. The reason? It’s against the 
law for distillers to charge for tastings and 
sell bottles at their distilleries, like brewers 
and vintners can. 

Although the Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control recently cracked down on 
St. George’s creative interpretation of cur- 
rent regulations, St. George’s tasting room 
might be charging for tastings as early as 
September. That’s because the California 
Artisanal Distillers Guild is on a mission to 
pass a bill that would enable distillers to 
charge for on-site tastings. 

It’s not just St. George Spirits that would 
benefit. Making money with tastings would 
enable the craft spirits industry to bring in 
welcome additional revenue, says Michael 
Randolph, owner of SF Vodka. “It would 
help with marketing, and it would give mea 
huge budget to work with if I could actually 
charge for the tastings,” Randolph says. 

That additional revenue would also fuel 
creativity, according to Arthur Hartunian, 
CADG president, who distills spirits too. 
“We’re all very creative, but you can’t re- 
lease a product to market if a distributor 
doesn’t want to sell it,” Hartunian says. Sell- 
ing bottles and giving tastings on site would 
allow artisan distillers to try new ideas and 
innovate with small batches. 

The bill originally proposed by the 
CADG also included direct-to-consumer 
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way,” Hartunian says, explaining that there 
was unexpected opposition from large dis- 
tributors and wholesalers. 

Not every distributor was reluctant to 
back the bill, however. Adam Spiegel, 
owner of California Street Distribution, be- 
lieves that changing the legislation to in- 
clude bottle sales “will bring some great 
revenue to cash strapped businesses,” Spie- 
gel wrote in an email. It would also put 
more money into distributor’s hands be- 
cause of the increased production. 

All of distillers we spoke with were baf- 
fled by the opposition, believing, like Spie- 
gel, that on-site bottle sales and tasting 
rooms would also be beneficial for distribu- 
tors and retailers. 

After a customer’s first on-site taste or 
bottle purchase, spirits drinkers are proba- 
bly not going to return to the source for a 
re-supply, says St. George distiller Lance 
Winters. However, “when they go to a res- 
taurant to order a drink and they see St. 
George Spirits on the menu, they’II say ‘oh, 
I’ve been there before, use their gin for my 
martini,” he says. This could then lead 
them to their local retailer to buy more. “It’s 
going to help each of those accounts.” 

Hartunian and Winters say that tasting 
rooms and on-site bottle sales have the 
added benefit of improving the economy in 
California. “Mostly local distillers use local 
supplies, local trucking companies, glass 
makers — all of them are California compa- 
nies,” Hartunian says. 

Winters also mentioned that the current 
legislation is holding back California distill- 
eries’ ability to compete with distillers in 
states with more progressive tasting and 
sales regulations. Out-of-state craft spirits 
companies can use the additional revenue 
from onsite tasting and sales to “beat us in 
our home market,” Winters says.

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Detroit Lives On 


Techno pioneer Derrick May 
is keeping the sound vital.

ast year, in an interview with su- 
perstar English DJ Richie Haw- 
tin, Skrillex’s Sonny Moore 
seemed to reveal a general igno- 
rance about Detroit techno. 
Asked, “What do the cities New York, Chi- 
cago, and Detroit mean to you?” he famously 
didn’t mention either of the Midwestern cit- 
ies, and instead talked about ’90s New York 
house diva Robin S. This was a surprise, 
since, on the surface, Skrillex’s robotic 
sounds seem to have more kinship with the 
assembly-line-as-music style of the Motor 
City than the exuberant commercial stomp 
of Manhattan’s 90s mainstream. 

Perhaps Sonny Moore realized the gaps 
in his knowledge. Earlier this year, he 
teamed up with Diplo and A-Trak to create a 
new YouTube series called Potato, the first 
episode of which, “Bang,” explores the con- 
nection between contemporary EDM and 
Detroit techno. It seemed well-meaning 
enough, educating the younger generation 
of ravers by covering the basics: the style’s 
genesis in the Detroit suburb of Belleville, its 
once predominantly black audience, and its 
relationship to the city’s ravaged landscape. 
But while the show made valid points, it also 
presented Detroit techno as obsolete — an

Thursday, May 9. $10; monarchsf.com 
Germany is better known for its techno scene 
than its contributions to disco and house. But it’s 
a mistake to disregard wildly creative disco art- 
ists like DJ Kaos (aka Dennis Kaun). His story is 
long and convoluted, but it includes spending 
time as a pioneering graffiti writer in 80s Berlin 
as well as collaborating with experimental elec- 
tronic music pioneer Manuel Géttsching. Kaun’s 
still active today, and his long-form, cosmic 
sound Is a perfect match for the freewheeling 
We Are Monsters monthly.

ancient technology superseded by the en- 
ergy drink-sponsored assault of the modern 
American EDM sound. 

Techno isn’t obsolete, though. Like 
house, it’s just always been more popular 
abroad. While commercial EDM guides the 
decisions of bigwig investors and corporate 
sponsors here, Detroit techno somewhat 
ironically remains a vital part of the 
soundtrack at super-clubs in Ibiza, Tokyo, 
and Berlin. One testament to this is the en- 
during popularity and continued evolution 
of the three loosely connected artists who 
developed the style in the mid-’80s — one of 
whom, Derrick May, is headlining Public 
Works this Friday. 

Nicknamed “The Innovator,” May has 
made contributions to techno through his 
expansive vision. It helped him take a style 
that was ostensibly primordial sci-fi funk 
and push it toward the abstract, evolving 
genre techno is today. Though he no longer 
produces new music, he supports the evolu- 
tion of the music by featuring younger art- 
ists on his Transmat label and keeping a 
busy touring schedule. All it takes is an ex- 
perience with May behind the decks to un- 
derstand why techno will be with us for 
some time — and why it isn’t a relic of the 
past. Techno may have deep roots, but, asa 
Derrick May set illustrates, no other sound 
can so seamlessly blend body-moving ap- 
peal with such alien, mechanical sonics. Not 
even Skrillex.
